R e p o r t o í th e C o m m itte e o n th e C on ­ 
te s te d E le c tio n C a se. 
W ashington. A ugust 
3d.—R epresenta­ 
tive Lacey, of iow a, has prepared for sub­ 
m ission to the H ouse a m ajority report of 
the Elections C om m ittee upon the Clayton- 
B rectenridge contested election case and 
the m urder of the R epublican contestant. 
Com m enting on C layton’s m urder, the 
report sa y s: 
"R ew ards have been offered 
and the com m unity ot M orrillton passed 
appropriate resolutions, but no earnest at­ 
tem pts to bring the m urderers to justice 
have been m ade by the local authorities. 
The efforts of the G overnor have been in 
vain.” 
N ext the report refers to the killing of 
S m ith, a negro detective, w ho investigated 
the ballot-box theft, and George Bentley, 
brother of T . B entley, who was suspected 
of being one of the thieves. 
George B ent­ 
ley, at the tim e, was negotiating w ith the 
P inkertons to give evidence and expose the 
guilty parties, w hen he was said to have 
been accidentally shot by his brother. T he 
report says there was no direct evidence to 
show any crim inality in the killing of 
Bentley, but declares it unfortunate. These 
two killings occurred w hile the m en were 
about to give evidence to the detectives. 
The theory th a t Clayton’s m urder was 
due to the enm ity of one H ooper is taken 
up, and the report says it clearly appears 
th at H ooper was not only in California 
when the m urder occurred, but was ill 
w ith disease. 
T his theory, says the m a­ 
jority, 
was n aturally pleasing to the con- 
testee (Breckenridge), though th e friends of 
Clayton m ay naturally com plain th at so 
im portant a clueshould not have been con­ 
cealed for ten m ouths from them , and only 
m ade know n w hen the Congressional in ­ 
vestigation began. 
T he 
report, 
continuing, 
says: 
“ No 
reasonable explanation of the m urder ap­ 
pears, except th at som e of the ballot-box 
thieves, iinding th at the taking of testi­ 
m ony was progressing, killed Clayton to 
suppress 
the 
investigation. 
No 
other 
m otive was possible. 
T he necessity of the 
enactm ent of som e law s w hich will pre­ 
vent ballot-box stealing and m urder from 
conferring a prim a facie title to a seat in 
Congress is evident from the resnlt of this 
contest. 
H ad such laws been in force as 
would have prevented the contestee from 
taking his seat w ith such title, uo one 
would attem pt to confer such a title by 
stealing the ballot-box. 
E vidently ballot- 
box stealing was looked upon as a joke in 
he country, until the awful consequences 
tth at resulted have appealed to the good 
people of the country. 
No doubt som e of 
these m en w ould have been deterred from 
taking tn e first s:ep in th e c rim e if they had 
realized th at a m urder would be tne end. 
B ut they crossed their rubicon. 
B recken­ 
ridge got his seat in Congress, and one 
crim e followed in the footsteps of the 
other. 
T he least guilty of the crim inals 
dare Dot expose the m ore guilty, lest the 
fate of Clayton should overtake them . 
‘T h e m urderers of B enjaraiu, a well- 
know n L ittle Rock R epublican, who was 
killed w hile conferring w ith the local R epub­ 
licans w ith regard to bringing the ballot- 
box thieves to justice, m ust be well know n, 
for a large num ber of persons were present. 
But they are not indicted. 
No indictm ents 
have been found under the State eleciion 
laws fur the ballot-box crim e. 
The m u r­ 
derer of Sm ith is discharged w ithout trial. 
The killing of B entley was not investi­ 
gated, and the only m an whose crim e is 
punished is W aul, the Federal Supervisor, 
who was indicted for playing cards when 
he was shot. 
“T h at m en are to be found law less enough 
to com m it these crim es is to be deplored, 
but w hen m en of high character and stan d ­ 
ing com placently avail them selves of the 
fruits of such crim e, and control of the 
N ational H ouse of R epresentatives is m ade 
to turn upon such m ethods, it no longer 
rem ains a m ere m a ter of local concern, but 
arises to the m agnitude of a national ca­ 
lam ity.” 
T he present case, continues the re p o rt, 
has attracted national attention. 
Never 
before has the contest for a seat in Con­ 
gress been term inated by the bullet of an 
assassin. 
If such m ethods are subm itted 
to in silence, the party benefitted by the 
crim e of his partisans quietly and w ithout 
dispute retaining the benefits of the death 
of bis com petitor, a new elem ent w ould be 
introduced into our form of G overnm ent. 
A resolution accom panying tbe report 
declares th e seat vacant.

A T errific S to rm in M in n e so ta D e str o y s 
M u ch P r o p e r ty . 
N ew R ich la n d (M inn.), A ugust 3 1 —A 
m ost terrific w ind and hail storm visited 
th is section th is forenoon. 
The w indow s 
on the west and north side of every build­ 
ing in th e village, and for m iles to either 
side in the country, were broken. 
The 
storm was abiiut forty m iles wide end ten 
m iles long. A ll uncut grain in its path is a 
total less. 
T he loss is estim ated at from 
$75,000 to $150,000. 
H ogs were killed and 
hundreds of chickens perished. 
In som e 
instances the hailstones were driven w ith 
such force as to pierce through tne roofs of 
the buildings. 


Sioux F alls, A ugust 3d.—A severe h a il­ 
storm visited this vicinity this m orning. 
It lasted about five m inutes, bu t did $10,­ 
000 or $15,000 dam ages in the city in the 
way of broken w indows and injury to trees 
and shrubbery.

SA M O A N A F F A IR S . 


G reat Di»»ati»taetioit A m ong th e N ative 
a n d Foreign H esldents. 
[Correspondence of the Associated Press ] 
A p ia (Sam oa), Jn iy 15;h (per steam er 
Zealander to San Francisco).—Great d is­ 
satisfaction was expressed here last week, 
both by the foreign resíllente and the loyal 
natives, on the receipt of news by lhe 
steam er from New Zealand fhat A m erica, 
England and G erm any had further delayeii 
the appointm ent of a C hief Justice and 
President of lhe M unicipal Board, and th a t 
the m atter had been referred t* the K ing 
of Sw eden. 
T he new governm ent of Sam oa is little 
further advanced than it was tw o years ug>>, 
notw ithstanding the fact that the B sritti 
conference concluded its labors m ore th an 
a year ago. and form ed a treaty w hich Ma- 
lietoa and th e Chiefs of Samoa assented to 
last February. 
T he only step which has 
been taken tow ards the new order of affairs 
is th e recent appointm ent of a Collector of 
Custom s by thp three Consuls, sitting as a 
consular board, a.id even this appointm ent 
has not given satisfaction as it is generally 
believed that, though the Consuls have 
pow er to m ake the appointm ent, they have 
uo pow er to enforce the paym ent of duties. 
A G erm an trading firm, the largest com ­ 
m ercial organization on the islands, a l­ 
ready pays its duties under protest. 
T he 
native chiefs say that, in deference to te e 
req u ist of the Consuls, they assented to 
they treaty after a consideration of tw enty- 
four hours, thus breaking throngh all th eir 
traditions of taking tim e over such an im ­ 
portant event, and they com plain bitterly 
that no appointm ents have been m ade 
since then, and th at nothing has appar­ 
ently been done tow ard establishing th e 
new G overnm ent. 
G overnm ent by the Consular Board is 
regarded here as the most undesirable form 
th at could be devised. 
It has alw ays re­ 
sulted in failnre, and it is considered 
strange that the Am erican G overnm ent 
should allow it to continne, ow ing to the 
very general belief 
here of 
an 
Eng­ 
lish and Germ an alliance in Sam oan m at­ 
ters. 
OwiDg to the present unsettled condition 
of 3ffairs in Sam oa, and the apparently 
slight probability of any im m ediate acrion 
on lhe part of the Pow ers, it is believed 
here th at trouble is im m inent. 
W h eth er 
or not the trouble w ill reach the propor­ 
tions of another civil war. sim ilar to tb e 
one experienced two years ago, it is at 
present difficult to state, b ut the sam e in ­ 
dications are given now that were m ani­ 
fested before the last war. 
It is believed 
th at trouble at tbis tim e would come from 
the M ataafa party, w hich has be- n . am ing 
in strength recently, the failure of any ac­ 
tion on the part of the three Pow ers hav­ 
ing tended to shake th e laith of m any of 
M alietoa's supporters. 
M ataafa him self, w ent to Savaii. tha 
largest island of the group, a short tim e 
ago, and since his retnrn it has been 
learned th at at least one half of the Chiefs 
there are in his favor. 
M aliema s follow­ 
ers are, of course, the stronger, and in th e 
event of another war it is thought they 
would be ultim ately succe^rful. 
But the 
m ere prospect of anotherconfiict is dreaded 
by all th e foreign residents. 
Tatuasese, who was supported by th e 
G erm ans tw o years ago, is apparently not 
engaged in any strife, and he Is said to be 
enlisting the sym pathy not onl> of the 
w hite population, but also of the most in ­ 
telligent portion < f Malie oa’s party. 
U n­ 
successful overtures are believe»! to have 
been m ade to him by M alietoa’s followers. 
K ing M alietoa and tiis chiefs regard th e 
situation as so strious th at they have de­ 
cided to request th “ three t ’onsuls to ap­ 
point an adviser to tbe King, and th ey 
nave selected W illiam Blacklock, who was 
the A m erican Consular represen'ative here 
during the las', war, as the adv ser whom 
they desire. 
It is their intention to bring 
the m atter before the Consular Board in a 
few days. 
The only m an-of-w ar at Apia now is th e 
U nited States steam ship Mohican. 
A Ger­ 
m an ship will probably be here a on. bu t 
inform ation has been received th at no Eng­ 
lish w ar vessel need be expected for som e 
tim e. 
Trade on tbe isluuds is utterly stagnant’. 
T ue natives have eaten nearly all the 
cocoanuts and the copra crop, which is the 
chief resource of the country, is likely to 
prove a failure.

PATRONIZE HOME HOUSES. 


C om plaint is m ade by local m erchants 
th a t there has been a m arked revival of 


th e disposition on th e p art of a great por­ 
tio n of our people to avoid the reciprocal 


obligation th a t is binding on every m an 
deriving his support from a com m unity to 
trade w ith hom e dealers, provided they 
offer him th e sam e advantages th a t those 


o f a riv al m arket do. 
O ur dealers aver th a t a great m any of 
o u r citizens send abroad for supplies, from 
liquors to furniture, and breadstuff’s to case 
goods, though th e sam e articles can be ob­ 
tained here at th e same price th a t is paid 
abroad, and in addition th a t m any foreign 
purchases are m ade at h ig h er cost, with 
th e added freight and loss of tim e. 
To 
ju s t th a t ex ten t th e local trade is injured, 
and correspondingly th e whole com m unity 
is harm ed. 
I f one th in k s th a t he can be 
prosperous when his n eig h lo rs are not, 
w here prosperity depends upon exchange 
of products and labor, he is grievously m is­ 
taken. 
E very m an in a com m unity owes it to 
him self as a m em ber of it to give his “cus­ 
to m ” to th e dealers in his own town, and 


he has the rig h t to expect a retu rn of th e 
favor, if favor it m ay be called. 
T he 
surest way to k ill a town is to starve its 
tradesm en, 
m anufacturers 
and 
general 
dealers. 
If they cannot sell th e ir goods to 
th e ir neighbors th ey cannot em ploy labor, 
invest capital or contribute to th e support 
of th e com m unity. 
M erchants of probity 
and unquestioned truthfulness have as­ 
sured us th a t scores of consum ers in a large 
way in Sacram ento and m any household­ 
ers are sending abroad for th e ir supplies in 
response to the urgent appeals of drum ­ 
m ers o r th e fancy for a foreign m arket, 
w hen for the same exp en d itu re and at the 
sam e length of credit, they could purchase 
identically th e sam e goods at hom e and 
keep th e m oney th ey spend circulating in 
th e ir own com m unity. 
To buy abroad when you can purchase 
a t hom e as well is to augm ent a d rain upon 
th e financial resources of th e place, and to 
cripple your own business, since you lessen 
th e ability of your neighbor to patronize 
your establishm ent. 
W e are prepared to 
go beyond th at proposition and dem on­ 
strate th at it is economy for th e citizen to 
pay som ething more for goods in his own 
m arket ra th e r th an to send his m oney out 
of th e com m unity. 
W e assume th a t th e 
reason for th is is so p atent th a t no elucida­ 
tion of th e proposition is at all necessaryt 
One m erchant 
explains 
th e 
difficulty 
w hich he encounters in th is m anner : “ The 
outside com m ercial traveler comes into 
local establishm ent and solicits an order. 
H e throw s down a $5 piece and invests it 
in th e goods of th e house in some way. 
M aybe it is a h alf eagle th a t is th u s dis­ 
pensed. 
In such cases he rarely fails w ith 
h is suggestive and persistent a rt th a t 
am ounts to w hat is very nearly hypnotism 
to secure a fat order. 
Now if I send my 
solicitors into th e local m arket to sjiend 
f 10 pieces I am at a great disadvantage. 
T h e outside drum m er comes once in two or 
th ree m onths, my men go about delivering, 
co.Iecting and seeking orders daily. 
Re­ 
sides, th e local buyer w ill subm it to the 
bribe of a gold piece spent over his counter 
by a stranger, hut is likely to resent it 
from a local dealer as if it were a bribe. If 
I am driven to support by sales to th e 
country only, th ere is no special reason 
w hy I should contribute to th e support of 
city institutions. 
I owe th e town nothing, 
n o t even taxes, th a t will not p erm it me to 
m ake a p art of m y living in it.” 
T here 
is wisdom and suggestion of danger in 
th e quoted rem arks th a t should call a h a lt 
in this m atter of perm itting th e outside 
hou-es to carry off a trade th a t belongs at 
hom e. 
If fifty or sixty thousand dollars a 
m onth are sent out in th at way th a t would 
secure ju st as good results to th e buyer by 
expenditure at home, th e money circula­ 
tion of the com m uuity is not only reduced 
by th a t m uch, hut business capacity is 
crippled and business volum e lim ited, and 
th e result is a narrow ness of venture and 
a failure to contribute to tiie m aterial in­ 
terests of th e very men who send away for 
th e ir supplies. 
W e encountered a m erchant onlv the 


streets of th e city a solicitor supposed j 
to represent 
outside 
stock. 
H e 
had 
no difficulty in securing orders, b u t as- j 
tonished th e buyers by supplying them 1 
through hom e houses th e very agents 
of w hich these purchasers h ad tim e a n l 
again repulsed. 


A ll th is is suggestive of a w rong sen ti­ 
m ent prevalent in th e com m unity. 
T h e 
m an who has not faith in his tow n ou g h t 
to em igrate; th e m an who expects to sell 
to his neighbors, but refuses to buy of 
them , m ust not com plain if liis own busi­ 
ness suffers from a like policy. 


SALE OF LIQUOR TO CHILDREN. 


One of th e departm ents of th e S uperior 
C ourt of San Francisco is placed in a p er­ 
plexing attitu d e. 
Two hoys have been , 
convicted before it of robbery. 
T hey as­ 
saulted and robbed a child. 
T h e p u nish­ 
m ent for such an offense is severe. 
T he 
testim ony was th a t both th e prisoners are 
peaceable, w ell-behaved and inoffensive, 
and are related to respected and law - 


abiding fam ilies. 
B ut it was also proved 
th a t these boys visit corner grocery bars, 


and have frequently been led into bad com­ 
pany, and w hen inflam ed w ith liquor are 
w holly different beings in action, purpose 
and thought. 
Linder liquor they are 


lawless, vengeful and cruel. 
In q u irin g 
into th e reason why such lads are ever 
drunken, th e Court became satisfied 
th a t 
th eir dow nfall was due to th e corner 
grocery w ith a bar, th a t is kept open late 


at night, and w here intoxicating liquors 


are sold to children. 
W h at shall th e 
C ourt 
do? 
I f 
it 
sends 
these 
boys 
to 
th e 
S tate 
prison 
as 
th e 
law 
commands, 
it 
will be to 
confirm them in crim e and 


wreck them for th e ir lives. 
I f it fails to 
do th is it violates th e law, and th e Ju d g e 
is liable to im peachm ent. 
T he C ourt can­ 
not reach th e real source and spring of the 
crim e, th e keepers of th e bars who sold 
liquor to th e lads. 
In th is dilem m a it has 
postponed action for a few days to th in k 
th e m atter over, in th e hope to find some 


possible escape from its predicam ent. 
The situation suggests a laxity in the 
enforcement of the laws concerning the 
sale of liquor to children 
that is not 
creditable to the authorities. 
The statute 
is plain and ought to be sufficient and se­ 
vere, hut it is not enforced. 
I t is very 
true it is difficult to detect the offenders, 
but all the more reason exists for watch­ 
fulness, and for severity when one of these 
offenders are taken in. 
But the statute is 
not sufficient. 
Every man with a spark of 
humane feeling in his breast, will say 
that the creature who gives or 
sells 
liquors to the children ought to he held 
accountable for the crime that results. 
More than that, the offense ought to he 
accompanied by the penalty of forfeiture 
of license, witn the provision th at never 
again should a perm it to deal in liquors 
issue to him. 
The being who is so de­ 
graded as to put the bottle to the lips of 
boys ought to be branded as an outcast, 
and every man’s hand turned against him 
armed with a lash for his scourging. 
H e does one’s son less injury who strips 
him of au arm , who burns out his eyes ; 
indeed, who renders him a hopeless, h e lp ­ 
less cripple, th an th e m an who feeds him 
strong d rink. 
Society should punish such 


offenders in a way th a t will m ake them 
fear th e rigor of th e law as they would th e 
g auntlet of savages and th e knives of can­ 
nibals. 
W e have th e word of th e Courts 
of the land for it th a t a m ajority of youths 
brought before them for crim e have been 
led to th e ir deplorable condition through 
th e use of liquor. 
T he youth, 
the aged 
and th e helpless are th e special wards of 
th e law. 
Society owes them protection in 
a sense th a t is p arental. 
I t owes it to 
itself to save them from th e assaults of the 
m ature and th e wily, and in so far as it 
fails to do so it is gu ilty of offense against 
itself. 
There is not, probably, in all the State 
a town or village, certainly not a city, in 
which the crime is not repeatedly com­ 
mitted of selling or giving liquor to chil­ 
dren. 
Arrests and convictions for the 
o lense are rare and punishment is not 
often of a character that is deterrent. The 
law provides that whoever sells or gives to 
a person under sixteen years of age any in­ 
toxicating drink is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor—only that, and the extreme pen­ 
alty is a fine of $100 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail not exceeding 
three 
months. 
But it must be proved to the 
satisfaction of the Court or jury th at the 
liquor was soid or given away “to be 
drank at the lime as a beverage." 
I t is, 
therefore, no offense if the child buys 
the liquor for a stated different purpose, 
and not to be drank at the time. 
A bottle 
of brandy may he sold to a child under 
this law if the buyer says it is for some 
other 
purpose than use as 
a bever­ 
age. This is a defect^in the law th at is 
pretty nearly fatal to it and needs correc­ 
tion.

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POLITICAL CARD, 


To Patriotic R epu b lican s of 
California. 


Preceding every im portant election there is a 
stage of com m on thought w ithin party lines, 
which m ay be denom inated the prelim inary or 
partisan cam paign of the year. Such a cam ­ 
paign is now in progress, and w ilhin the lines 
ol the Republican party lias developed a con­ 
dition which is w ithout a parallel in the his­ 
tory ol Am erican States. 
A section of the 
State, em bracing less th an one fourth of the 
territorial area and less than a fifth of the popu­ 
lation of the whole State, has dem anded as a 
concession to it as a geographical section the 
choice of a candidate for Governor. 
The 
Southern portion of this State. styliDg itself 
“Southern California,” and using the adjective 
“Southern” in a declaratory sense of sentim ent 
rather than geographical significance, has de­ 
m anded, as its peculiar right, the nam ing of a 
candidate for Governor on the Republican 
ticket. It asks this concession st the hands of 
the Republican State Convention, not because 
it can present the m au, who iu him self stands 
before any other m an iu California as the em ­ 
bodim ent of Republican principles, or as tbe 
ablest expoueut o f those principles, or as a 
statesm an re fleeting the best opinions and tra­ 
ditions oi the party, but up 10 this tiate the sole 
argum ent in favor of the selection of a candi­ 
date fiom the south it based on the clear in­ 
ference that there is u “Southern California;” 
th at it is a district having interests and aspira­ 
tions separate and apart from the rest of the 
State, aud th a t this segregated integral portion 
of this com m ouwealth shall have recognition 
as a separate, political and geographical entity. 
The portion ol the State from which this de­ 
m and comes is represented in the Congress of 
the United States by General Vandever, who, 
in obedience to the dem and of popular senti­ 
m ent at hom e, introduced a bill for the division 
of the State. He is known to have declared his 
disapproval of the m easure he introduced, and 
to have distinctly stated th at its introduction 
was in obedience to popular opinion am ong his 
constituency. The irrefraglble evidence that 
he was not m istaken is found in the fact that 
the introduction ot the bill has not m et w ith 
rebuke. The production of any sentim ent from 
the public press of Caliiornia, or from any 
speaker representing the southern portion of 
the State, or from any political convention 
held w ithin that section, indicating the slight­ 
est disapproval of General Vandever1 s course, 
m ay w ell be challenged. If such rebuke has 
found public expression through any m edium 
or channel devoted to the expression of public 
opinion, let such expression now be m ade 
know n. It cannot be cited, simply because it 
does not exist. 
Thus the representative of “Southern Cali­ 
fornia” in the Congrcs» of the Nation coolly 
and deliberately proposes the dism em berm ent 
of this com m onwealth and threatens its terri­ 
torial integrity, w ith the apparent concurrence 
and approval of his constituents. Following 
this, and in consonance w ith its spirit, the 
Republicans of “Southern California” declared 
the existence of such a section w ithin the 
boundaries of the State, and necessarily im ­ 
parted by this declaration all th at the political 
segregation or the dism em berm ent of the com ­ 
m onw ealth im plied. 
The claim ret up to Gubernatorial honor, dis­ 
tinction aud concession, for “Southern Califor­ 
nia” is further based upon tbe consideration 
that it is a section casting a very large Republi­ 
can m ajority; th at it must be depended upon for 
victory to the Republican side at the approaching 
contest, and th at theref. re it is entitled to pe­ 
culiar consideration. It the Republicanism of 
"Southern California” is of th at species whose 
party fealty m ust be purchased by the honor» 
aud em olum ents of office, it is an unpatriotic, 
self seeking, debasing species of Republicanism , 
which deserves rebuke rather th an reward. 
The chief consideration of the m atters u rd e r 
consideration, however, lies in the fact that the 
nom ination of th at gentlem an, nam ed exclu­ 
sively by one section of the S:ate, w ill be a 
recognition by the Republican party of Califor­ 
nia of a sectionalism offensive iu its significance 
and m enacing to the territorial integrity of the 
State. Tbe people of California have before them 
tbe incipient beginnings of State division, even 
beyond the incipiency of such beginnings. They 
liave it first in the persistent m aintenance of a 
geographical designation, rising readily to tbe 
lips ot “Southern Caliiornia” orators, and flow­ 
ing ireely from the pens of "Southern Califor­ 
n ia” editors. Sectionalism always has its be­ 
ginning in sectional jealousy; from this point 
the first natural s'ep is to sectional dem and. 
But in this instance “Southern California” has 
done som ething more th<n profess a sentim ent: 
its Congressman ha» taken the bold initia'ive of 
State division, with every arp earan ee of con.

Fol­ 
lowing this, the Republicans of "Southern Cali­ 
fornia” have seen fit to segregate them selves 
from the m ain body of the party in the State, 
and, w ith sectional solidarity, claim the rightto 
o n tr o l the office of Chief M agistrate of th is 
State. W hen a section m akes such a dem and, 
it m ust necessarily be inferred th at it is in the 
interest of sectionalism , and in this instance 
the species of fectionalijm is fully indicated by 
public acts looking to the dism em berm ent of 
this com m onwealth. Concession always begets 
dem and, and concession to the dem ands oi 
"Southern California" in this instance will carry 
the question of State division farther afield. 
Against the gentlem an whose nam e has been 
selected as the person in whose interest this 
sectionalism m ay m anifest itself there may be no 
objection urged. It is sufficient for this pur­ 
pose, and should be sufficient for the people of

It is of the highest significance th at no evi­ 
dence of this sectionalism exists w ithin the 
lines of the Democratic party: therefore, should 
the dem ands of the Republicans of “Southern 
California” be concede i, thecam paigu will pre­ 
sent the Dem ocratic ticket as the best repre­ 
sentative of the unity of this com m onwealtn 
and the best exponent of State patriotism . Let 
the Republicans nom inate a candidate in obe­ 
dience to th e dem and of “Southern California,” 
and the prevalent sentim ent of th at section in 
favor of the division of the State, coupled w ith 
the strongly interjretive acts of its representa, 
tives in Congress, will stand in such contrast 
w ith the broader liberality, State pride and 
Sta’c patriotism of the Democratic party that 
State division w ill liecome a burning issue oi 
the cam paign, gaining em phasis w ith each day 
of cam paign progress. 
Less than eight years ago the section now 
styling itself “southern California” had a pop­ 
ulation of 50,000. To-day tt has a population of

It possessed the high 
m erit of being alm ost distinctly Am erican in 
its character, and th e C alitom ia it found gave 
it an unequivocal and cordial welcome w ithin 
its borders. There is not a citizen of California 
however long his residence here, th a t did not 
welcome the inflowiBg tide of noble m en and 
women w ho now constitute the population of 
the southern portion of this State. There is not 
a heart in all th e State th at has not swelled 
w ith congratulation to the southern counties 
(or the great tide of prosperity w hich has broad­ 
ened and deepened w ithin their borders. At 
the same tim e there is not a heart th at loves 
California but w hat has felt deeply wounded 
that these strangers, so cordially welcomed, 
should have m anifested from the first a restive­ 
ness concerning their political relation w ith the 
older inhabitants of the ccm m onw ealtb, and 
from the first to the present tim e sought to &ever 
those ties which bind all portions ol the State 
into a single civil polity. The State division

where a banquet will be in waiting. The 
visitors will then be turned over to the 
San Francisco delegation. 
There are eighty Nobles and forty ladies 
in the party. 
The week will be taken up in San Fran­ 
cisco with a continued round of festivities. 
This evening there will 
be a gather­ 
ing of Nobles in the l’alace Hotel court, a 
concert by the Palace band and greetings 
will be exchanged. On Thursday night 
there will be a reception at the Palace. On 
Wednesday there will be an excursion to 
the big trees of Santa Cruz 
On Thursday 
Golden Gate Park and the Cliff House will 
be visited, and at night there will be a the­ 
ater party at. the California, followed by a 
banquet. Friday will be devoted to Oak­ 
land, the Athens of the Pacific, and a bay 
excursion will be made on Saturday. 
A member of Islam Temple of San F ran­ 
cisco, who was in the city last evening, 
waiting for the arrival of the visitors, told 
a reporter that that Temple had prepared a 
handsome and costly souvenir jewel, which 
will be presented to the visiting Nobles 
and their ladies.

JULY WEATHEE. 


S ig n al S erv ice R e v ie w fo r th e M o n th 
J u s t P a ss e d . 
The Signal Service Bureau, division of 
the Pacific, reports the following compar­ 
ison from Pacific Coast points for July: 
During the month of July the weather 
in the Pacific Coast States has not been 
characterized by unusual conditions. The 
rainfall has been below the normal at all 
stations, except San Francisco, where the 
increase amounts to 0.02 inches. The detv 
ciency ranged from a "trace" at Red Bluff 
and Los Angeles, California, to 0 74 inches 
at Spokane Falls, W ashington. No rainfall 
was reported from southern California dur­ 
ing the m onth. Rain fell on five days 
at Yuma, bat in am ounts too sm all "to 
measure. 
In northern California rain fell at San 
Francisco on the 8th, E uresa on the 8th 
and 20th,and amounts too small to measure 
at Keeler on the 20th and 21st. 
In Oregon the rainfall was confined to 
the northern portiou of the State, and in 
W ashington to the southern and extreme 
eastern portions. 
The heaviest m onthly rainfall for the 
month of July (1.64 inches) occurred at 
Fort Canby, W ashington. 
The heaviest 
daily rainfall (0 54 inches) occurred at Fort 
Canby on the 9tn. 
The temperature has been above the 
normal at all stations, except Red Bluff, 
Portland and Olympia, where it has re­ 
mained 
stationary. 
The 
increase has 
varied from about one degree at Fort 
Canby and Spokane Falls to nine degrees 
at Los Angeles. 
It is im portant to note in connection 
with these remarks that the reports from 
Signal Service stations furnish data from 
which general estimates of weather con­ 
ditions are made. 
Therefore, this review, 
in its brief summarization of the events of 
the month, cannot take account of peculiar 
local effects. 
Reports from a greater Dum­ 
ber of stations would necessarily bring to 
light peculiar circumstances of rainfall and 
temperature, which are lather to be ex­ 
pected in a region so subject to local 
peculiarities as the Pacific coast States.

temperatures and rainfall 
from selected stations:

A gentleman feeling an interest in the 
establishment of swimming baths here 
goes to San Francisco and Alameda this 
morning to ascertain facts concerning the 
cost of such institutions that will tend to 
enlighten the meeting to bfe held Friday 
evening next.

$12,000 of the necessary stock subscribed 
and three or four propositions to report of 
nlnns and sites.

is. and not necessitate further calls. It 
trusts that those who have promised will 
attend to the matter, that the committee 
may report fully to the meeting oí sub 
scribers soon to be held.

THE LICE*NSE LAW. 


A Nice l’oint Decided by the Suprem e 
Court. 
The Supreme Court on Saturday filed an 
opinion in the habeas corpus case of Henry 
Christiansen of San Francisco, which opin­ 
ion involves some points that may be of 
interest to the authorities of this city. 
The petitioner was arrested for carrying 
on a retail liquor business in that city 
without a license under ordinance 1589, as 
amended by ordinance 1845 of the Board 
of Supervisors. Among other things, the 
ordinance provides that no license shall be 
issued by the License Collector without 
the consent of a majority of the Police 
Commission, or on failure to obtain such 
majority the applicant must have the con­ 
sent of at least twelve property-owners re­ 
siding on the block where it is proposed to 
carry on the business. 
The petitioner’s license had been re­ 
voked by the Police Commission on com­ 
plaint that ha kept a disorderly and noisy 
house, and, failing to obtain a majority of 
the Police Commissioners to support his 
application for a new license, he attempted 
to avail himself of the alternative provided 
by the ordinance of obtaining the consent 
of twelve property-owners on his block. 
He succeeded in getting all there were, 
b at the num ber was only eleven, or one 
short of the requisite and the Collector re­ 
fusing to issue a license, he continues to do 
business without one. H e contended that 
the ordinance was in conflict with the Con­ 
stitution of the United States and of the 
Slate, and also in conflict with the general 
laws of the State. The appellate Court, 
however, differed from him , and decided 
adversely to his contention on the points 
named, together with other m inor points, 
and remands him to the custody of the 
Chief of Police. 
There are now two cases on appeal here 
from the judgm ent of the Police Court, 
which found the defendants (Peter Rossi 
and B. A. Trapp) guilty of conducting 
their saloons after the City Trustees had 
revoked their licenses. The various points 
at issue in the Sacramento cases differ 
from those of the one decided by the Su­ 
preme Court, but the principle involved is 
the same.

SACRAMENTO M ARKET. 


Q uaint E nglish Tow n on th e D evonshire 
C oast. 
Americans generally can go to London 
and leave it without much of a tug at 
their heart-strings; hut when once they 
get a peep at and shade of acquaintance 
with some of the charming towns, they be­ 
gin to realize what England’s true life is. 
Things are on a small scale compared with 
this country’s plains, rivers, lakes and 
mountains, hut the sky is divinely gentle, 
the air soft and restful, the turf green, 
thick and solid, the foliage luxuriant, the 
flowers plenty, and the red tiled roofs 
bright and clean. And, among these good 
country-side people themselves, what place 
do you suppose many of them look to as 
the loveliest one of all ? 
Clovellv, in 
Devonshire! 
It is a town built on the 
side of a cliff, with the bottom houses at 
the edge of the sea. There is only one 
main street, that winds and dodges in and 
out among the cottages like the course of 
a ball in “pigs in clover.” 
To stand at 
the top and look down is to see the tops of 
the little houses embowered with vines 
and trees climbing up from the dock 1,000 
feet below. No wagons can go up or down, 
the nearest approach by team being along 
the connecting promontory, half a mile 
away. So everything to be moved is car­ 
ried by hand. The grocers and butchers 
deliver their goods on foot, and visitors’ 
baggage is slid down and dragged up at 
the end of a rope. The dock is a solid 
stone wall, embracing a small arm of the 
ocean, making a snug and safe harbor for 
the fishers and freighters upon which 
Clovell v’s life depends. 
But the town is beautiful, with its 
quaint houses, their gables'and tiled roofs 
moss grown, their queer closets in the 
outside walls, their overhanging windows 
and uneven, flower-guarded stone steps. 
There are walls of light-buff plaster 
stucco, hung with curtains of ivy, honey­ 
suckle and fuchsia. The harbor is worth 
a chapter all to itself. When the tide is 
out the boats are tumbled over on their 
sides, and the crews loiter about the har­ 
bor wall, or in the inns conveniently at 
hand. The topof the wall is wide enough 
for a carriage road, and at uight it is a 
rare spot for lovers to meet. On a moon­ 
light night the picture from this wall is 
entrancing 
beyond words. 
The 
blue 
water spreads out in front with white sails 
dotting it, and the waves shimmering like 
liquid silver under the moon’s rays. At 
the back rise the rocks of the Devon coast, 
wreathed and softened by sweet flowers, 
with the lighted windows of Clovellv 
twinkling in the shades. 
Fifty houses, in round numbers, make 
up the village. Except for the clatter of 
the hob-nailed shoes on the stones with 
which the street and walks are cobbled, all 
is peace. The noise made by the shoes of 
the natives is no faint one. It is incess­ 
ant, and there is not a room in the town 
that can shut it out. 
Among the inns are the New Inn, the 
Hoop and the lied Lion. The interiors, 
like the names, are characteristic of the 
country. 
Low, 
time-darkened ceilings, 
brick fireplaces with oak mantels, high- 
hacked settees, robust maids who chaff and 
chatter with old patrons, mark them all. 
The home people have a peculiar dialect, 
always suggesting the Irish brogue. They 
Call a stove a “bodley,” a flat-iron a “heat­ 
er,” say “rayson” for reason, aud “dacint” 
for decent. 
Ask a man what makes his 
children so hearty and healthy, and the 
chances are he will answer something 
like 
this; 
“ It 
is 
not 
ating, zur, 
as makes ’em. Lord knows our work­ 
ing folk gits a good 
many of ’em— 
five or six or seven. 
In the marnin’ 
they get up and have their wash—apt to 
be the best wash they’ll git till next marn- 
in’, zur; and then they ’ave their broth 
out of the kettle, and milk and a little 
salt, and perhaps they’ll git a little bread 
and trvole (mola«ses), and aff they go 
to school—viz, zur. Poor little things! 
You’ll zee them barelegged to the thigh 
in the coldest weather. After school they 
git the zame, or perhaps bread and trvcle 
again, or maybe a little jam. Zometiuies 
a little bacon, zur. hut not much meat 
comes to them. 
We don’t think much 
meat is good—not for children, zur.” The 
all-abiding dishes for strangers are “junket 
and Devonshire cream.’’ 
Junket is eaten with marmalade or jam, 
without one or the other of which no 
breakfast or supper in England is com­ 
plete. To make junket take a bowl and 
put in a dessert spoonful of rum or brandy, 
and half a teacup of sugar. 
Ilcat a quart 
of milk lukewarm aud jKrtir iu the howl. 
Add a dessert sjioonfiil of rennet, and give 
the compound a couple of sharp stirrings, 
when it wili l>e ready for the table. 
The milk for I fevonshire cream must he 
fresh from the cow. ‘-Set to-night’s milk 
by till morning,” said a comely matron. 
“ In the morning put it in a pan on a slow 
fire. 
Iu time skin the size of the bottom 
of the pan will rise to the top of the milk. 
When that happens set the milk in a cool 
[dace till the next morning; then spoon oft' 
the thick cream that has come to tne top, 
and serve it, leaving the scalded milk be­ 
low.” This is eaten with every other dish 
at everv meal.
